The undersigned superintendent's*- of Hempstead 


County Schools wish to take this means of making 
an appeal to the parents, taxpayers, and Board of 
Education of Hempstead County lo exert every effort 
possible to see to it that the office of County School 
Supervisor remains as is now and at all times in the 
foreseeable future. 


Listed below are some of the many services that 


law provides must be rendered by the staff in the 
County Supervisor's office: 
xl 
The County School Supervisor is the superin- 


tended of Hempstead County School District No. 3, 
charged with the same duties as any other superin- 
tendent in the county. He is the bonded official of 
this district and the ex-officio financial secretary of 
a five-man school board. In this connection he is 
charged with the receiving and disbursing of approx- 
imately $70,000 school monies each year. 


The County Supervisor's office keeps a complete 


set of books for five districts in Hempstead County 


£& involving approximately $575,000 in receipts and 


disbursements. 


The County Supervisor keeps a record of the 


certificates of all teachers. 


He keeps a record of contracts made with 


teachers and other employees. 


He keeps a record of monthly attendance and 


transportation reports from each school. 


, He keeps an employment record (or all teachers. 


He serves as liaison officer between the various 


school districts of the county and the Arkansas 


• Teacher Retirement System and State Board of Edu- 


cation. 


He serves as ex-officio secretory to the County 


Board of Education and makes a record of the 
Board's actions and records them in a permanent 
book. 


Early in-each school year he compiles and files 


with the State Board of Education a comprehensive 
report of attendance, finances, etc. of each district in 
the county for the preceding year.

Even though it is the duty of the County Board 


of Election Commissioners to provide for the annual 
school election, our Supervisor works with and pre- 
pares for this Board all necessary election materials 
such as ballots, filing of petitions for candidates, 
writing notices of publication and .in other matters 
necessary in helping conduct the annual school 
election. 


He makes arrangements and conducts the an- 


nual school bus inspection that has to be mode 
between July, 1 and December 1 each year. "

He works closely with the local school districts 


and Stare Board of Education in other matters of 
school transportation. 


' He organizes and conducts in-service teachers' 


training programs with the teachers in the county 
such as pre-school workshops. 


He receives and distributes to the various school 


dist-rjcts of the county each month 20 to 30 thousand 
pounds of surplus commodities for the school lunch 
programs. 


_ 
He keeps an up-to-date record of the bonded 


*•' indebtedness of all districts in the county. 


Our County Supervisor provides a depository for 


free textbooks. He makes requisitions and keeps 
books on the free textbook program for six of the 
school districts of the county. 


He is also active during the week preceding thc 


adobtion of books each ysar and takes care of many 
of. the details of this annual selection. 


He is charged with the responsibility of cond.uct- 


inq GED tests to veterans desiring Certificates of 


fy Equivalency. 


He is charged with the responsibility of compil- 


ing quarterly Social Security reports and transmitting 
all of the payments to the Social Security Division. 


He is required by law to supervise and conduct 


the biennial school census in all districts of the 
county. 


The reports, records, files, and staff members 


of the County Supervisor's office are used by the 
state school auditors each year in making the annual 


, audit of the various school districts in the county. 
:* 
The abolition of the County Supervisor's office 


would not reduce the taxes of any taxpayer in Hemp- 
stead County or elsewhere in the state. It would 
shift the responsibility of performing the above 
mentioned duties to almost impossible means of 
execution and would actually increase the cost 
thereof. It is for this reason as well as others that 
the undersigned superintendents wish to again plead 
with all persons interested in schools to help keep the 
County School Supervisor's office.

The Communists have 
vowed to go to jail rather than 
comply. 


In the face of the defiance, 


Justice Department officials have 
begun mapping plans to prose- 
cute. Alty. Gen. Robert F. Keu- 
nedy indicated in Dallas Wednes- 
day the steps his department 
would take if the deadlines are 
ignored. 


If the Communist leaders fail 


to register "as they have indi- 
cated," Kennedy told a meeting 
of the Associated Press Manag- 
ing Editors convention, they will 
then be subject to a $10,000 fine 
and a five' year1 imprisbiunenf. We 
will also move in that area." 


Both the party and its leaders 


are subject to a fine of up to 
$10,000 for each day of violation 
of the registration requirements, 
if (he two deadlineis! are ignored 
there is a third: party members 
must file by Dec. 20.
